The legal method adjustment also fails 
often because neglects the mental aspect the prob- 
lem. here that psychiatry comes in. While appro- 
priating the best all other methods treatment, the 
psychiatrist goes further. teaches the parent, 
aids the school correcting maladjustments, ad- 
vises the judge and evaluates for the psychologist 
the results his tests. 

The first day the Conference closed with dinner 
program which Mrs. Edith Baylor, Boston, 
spoke “The Delinquent Child—Foster Home 
Institution: Which?”. Mrs. Baylor indicated the 
place the institution caring for delinquent 


children and the advantages and disadvantages 
foster home care. 


“The institution may recommended for the child 
who advanced delinquency that the community 
not safe when large; for the one who has been 
guilty serious offense and should punished 
example; for one who has distinctly bad influence 
others, sex teacher; for certain type unstable 
adolescent girl who rebellious, socially suggestible, 
might almost say temporarily abnormal; for some chil- 
dren whose delinquency caused disease, en- 
cephalitis; for the feebleminded; and for another 
group, which difficult define, consisting children 
who are imitative, gregarious, unconsciously tired 
the struggle and willing fall line, ‘rested the 
regular.’ 

“In considering the use the foster home for be- 
havior problems, Dr. William Healy says: ‘For normal 
children have found condition factors sex, 
age, type delinquency that prove great obstacles 
favorable result.’ 

“The outstanding advantages this method care 
are: The feeling the part the child that has 
been treated with justice, for there always present 
fear being shut up; the fact that the danger con- 
tagion, especially moral, minimized, that preparation 
for life the community better, that the child, 
individual, may more easily provided for since his 
particular needs may met, that more rapid adjust- 
ment possible where methods treatment are flexible, 
and that return the own home facilitated dis- 
charge not likely delayed. 

“Some disadvantages are: That when frequent re- 
placements are necessary, the child may suffer from 
sense insecurity, that some places there difficulty 
finding suitable foster homes for children who are 
likely great care, that the interference the 
child’s own family may defeat the good planning.”

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FOSTER PARENTS SPEAK FOR THEMSELVES 


Those who heard “Foster Parents Speak for Them- 
the meeting the Children’s Division the 
Ohio Welfare Conference, Columbus, recently, experi- 
enced real thrill. this occasion actual foster 
parents presented their side the child-placing ques- 
tion with stirring effect. 

Mr. Henry Hildabolt told how his wife had first 
spent her time “mothering” her husband, but that 
they both realized that the rich gift her maternal in- 
stinct might well fulfill larger purpose and bring 
happiness some motherless child. 

Mr. Hildabolt said that was years age when 
Joe, who was four years old, came them. con- 
sidered this slight disadvantage, since younger man 
could have “grown with the boy and could have 
shared his experiences more entirely. 

The family live town with population 2,000, 
composed families who have been established there 
for generations. Thus the boy found his place the 
community already made entering the Hildabolt 
home.
